Origin of Children’s 


Day—A Coincidence 


The christening of children in 
the two churches of the town on 
the Sunday now usually set apart 
as Children’s Day suggests a con- 
tribution which’ may be of inter- 
est to readers of the Press. 

Rev. Charles H. Leonard is 
credited as having originated 
Children’s Day. As early as 1852 
he planned a service for child- 
ren in the Church of the Re- 
deemer (Universalist) in  Chel- 
sea, Mass., and, decorating the 
church with flowers, called it 
Flower Sunday, or Rose Sunday, 
and later, or by 1857, the observ- 
ance of the day in his church 
became a custom and named it 
Children’s Sunday.

quiet—no cry of resistance from 
‘anyone. With the introductory 
part of this service and the cere- 
mony in christening each child 
fully thirty minutes or more 
were taken._A brief address had 
been prepared on the signifi- 
cance of Children’s Day. But 
there was no time for it, and 
having a reserve of names of 
children, the fifth Sunday was 
announced as another Children’s 
Day. The fourth was to be God- 
dard Class Day, when my second 
annual service for the Goddard 
graduates would be held, that of 
the year before being the first 
in the history of the school and 
the church in which the pastor 
gave the baccalaureate sermon. 
The continuance of Children’s 
Day eventuated in the compli- 
mentary number of christenings 
—just fifty. There were a few 
others in the same year and my 
record numbers fifty-three.

osects usually don’t. worry 
ine so much since you can see 
them but with diseases they ap- 
[iss undeknownst to you (How 
s that for a word?) and then it 
is quite a job to try’ to control 
them, 

For that reason, the old ounce 
of prevention being worth more 
than u pound of cure comes in 
play. In other words, spraying 
or dusting-before the disease is 
evident. 

Diseases, like insects, can be 
classified into two types, bac- 
terial and fungus diseases. Bac- 
terial diseases ate commonly 
called blights and produce dis- 
torted conditions in the foliage 
of plants or marked discolora- 
tion in leaves. About the most 
common example known to me 
is Bacterial Leafspot or Black 
Leafspot of delphiniums. An- 
other which I just experienced 
is peony bud blight. 

Two things need to be done. 
Pull out and burn plants. that 
look sickly and then spray with 
bordeaux mixture. You can buy 
bordeaux mixture ready mixed. 
You simply add water. 

A good example of a fungus 
disease would be the Black Leaf- 
spot in roses, hollyhock Leaf 
Rust. Mildew which is so appar- 
ent at this season of the year is 
another. This will eventually get 
onto the leaves of zinnias, asters, 
and many of the other garden 
flowers including phlox, and 
chrysanthemums. 

Diseases of this type are con- 
trolled by dusting with sulfur. 
Use flowers of sulfur, dusting 
sulfur, or. the finest ground sul- 
fur that you can get. Of course,
